KITTERT.  Maine.  October  9. 
U83  (BP) — William  Screvenl  a 
familiar  figure  to  Maine  judges, 
was  haled  into  cour  agan  yes¬ 
terday.  This  time  the  Baptist 
preacher  was  told  in  effect,  to 
get  out  of  the  provintje  before 
he  is  run  out.  ,, 

The  minister’s  last  appear¬ 
ance  before  the  bar  was  in  June 
of  last  year  when  he  was  faced 
with  a  contempt  of  court  charge. 
At  that  time  Screven  told  the 
court  that  he  was  leaving  the 
province  of  Maine.  Burt  his  pro¬ 
gress  to  date  has  not  been  fast 
enough  for  authorities. 

Instead  of  leaving  the  terri¬ 
tory  as  he  promised,  Screven 
has  been  strengthening  the  local 
Baptist  church  of  which  be  is 
pastor.  Evidence  revealed  that 
snice  the  preacher’s  last  appear¬ 
ance  in  court  he  has  called  up¬ 
on  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  to  help 
him  organize  local  Baptists  into 
a  formal  church. 

/  Mission  Enterprise 

‘The  Kittery  Baptists  are  a 
mission  enterprise  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  church.  Screven  was  ordain¬ 
ed  by  the  Boston  church,  to 
which  he  formerly  belonged,  in 
January,  1682.  Last  month  Rev. 
Isaac  Hull,  pastor  of  the  Boston 
congregation,  visited  Kittery  at 
the  invitation  of  Screven  and 
participated  in  the  formal  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Kittery  church. 

Screven’s  religious  convic¬ 
tions  have  kept  him  in  hot  wat¬ 
er  with  Maine  authorities  for 
years.  The  independent  Bap¬ 
tists  are  an  anathema  to  the 
state  church  and  the  Kittery 
group  has  been  persecuted  since 
its  earliest  meetings.  Screven 
was  arrested  three  times  last 
year  for  preaching  Baptist  doc¬ 
trines  and  refusing  to  attend 


The  court  allowed  the  preach¬ 
er  some  time  to  dispose  of  prop¬ 
erty  and  attend  the  other  de¬ 
tails  before  leaving  Kittery  with 
his  family.  Authorities  grew  im¬ 
patient  as  the  months  passed 
and  Screven  lingered,  however. 
When  it  became  apparent  that 
he  was  procrastinating  better 
to  entrench  the  Baptists,  the 
court  took  action. 

While  Screven  appears  to 
have  been  attempting  to  estab¬ 
lish  the  Baptist  church  more 
firmly  before  his  departure,  it 
is  reported  that  the  congrega¬ 
tion  may  accompany  him  into 
voluntary  exile.  To  this  magis¬ 
trates  doubtless  would  give 
their  hearty  approval,  and  add 
“fBod  riddance.” 

Whether  the  minister  takes 
his  congregation  or  goes  alone, 
the  latest  court  action  makes  it 
clear  that  he  must  move  quick¬ 
ly.  The  next  order  may  be  ban¬ 
ishment.

Certain  doctrines  which  Baptists  accept  for  ourselves 
shape  the  kind  of  church  polity  or  church  government  we 
have. 

For  one  thing  we  believe  the  Word  of  God  emphaazes 
the  supreme  worth  of  the  individual  and  the  dignity  of  hu¬ 
man  personality. 

Furthemore  we  subscribe  to  two  important  principles 
concerning  the  individual — ^soul  competency  and  soul  free¬ 
dom- 

By  soul  competency  we  mean  the  ability  of  the  m- 
dividual  soul  to  deal  directly  with  God.  He  needs  no  offi-

cial  interpreter  of  the  Scriptures  and  no 
approach  to  God. 

Soul  freedom  is  closely  akin  to  this  truth.  It  refers  to 
this  right  of  the  individual  to  approach  God  without  the  in¬ 
terference  of  church,  priest,  parent,  or  any  other  indivi¬ 
dual  or  institution. 

This  capacity  of  the  individual  under  God  to  achieve 
his  own  religious  destiny  is  perhaps  the  fundamental  ^p- 
tist  principle  from  which  other  distinctive  principles 
emerge.  * 

These  concepts  have  fashioned  the  democratic,  self- 
determining,  Spirit-led  life  within  Baptist  churches. 

A  Baptist  cWrch  has  been  describe  as  “a  self-govern¬ 
ing  body  of  baptized  believers,  equal  in  rank  and  privilege, 
banded  together  to  carry  out  the  commands  of  our  Lord. 
This  body  of  believers  adopts  its  own  articles  of  faith  and 
covenant  obligations,  perfects  its  own  organizations,  calls 
and  dismisses  its  own  pastor,  makes  provision  for  its  own 
meetings,  adopts  its  own  programs  and  plans.  All  of  this 
is  subject  to  the  will  of  Christ  as  revealed  in  the  New  Tea-

“Sarah  has  no  time  for  singers  who  jazz  up  religious 
songs.  ”  This  quote  <s  from  an  article  in  The  Baptist  Times, 
London,  entitled  ‘  izz  Star  Still  Sings  with  The  Baptist 
Choir.”  Regarding  Sarah  Vaugha,  nemo  singer,  now  appear¬ 
ing  in  England,  the  article  states,  “^e  is  billed  ‘The  Voice 
of  the  Century',  and  to  the  younger  geiwration — and  jazz 
fane  In  particular — she  may  well  mean  just  that” 

We  cannot  wy  about  the  latter  for  we  are  certainly  not 
tazz  fans,  but  we  are  grateful  for  one  jazz  star  that  be- 
acrea  that  nligious  m^c  should  be  executed  to  religious 
teODTO. 

Ae  manner  in  which  some  singers  jazz  a  great  gocpel 
hymn  is  enou^  to  make  the  angels  weep.  We  have  no 
desire  to  prohibit  legitimate  entertainment  but  the  hymns 
ot  God  were  not  meant  for  entertainrasnt  in  the  wqrldly 
sense.  They  are  written  for  inmiratioa  and  adoration,  for 
ctNtvlction  and  direction,  for  sajvatioii. 

Someone  has  well  said  that  there  are  three  kinds  of 
musk:  that  which  appeab  to  the  heed,  that  which  movee 
the  feet  and  that  which  stirs  the  heart. 

Let  us  keep  rellgioua  music  in  the  realm  of  the  heart. 
Wb  confess  that  we  occasionally  enjoy  Tennessee  Ernie 
Ford  when  he  clowns,  and  we  appreciate  him  when  he 
slngi  a  gospel  hymn  with  the  proper  rhythm  and  tempo. 
Not  all  entertainers  do. 

But  this  lowering  of  the  standards  of  gospel  music 
and  hymns  is  not  confined  only  to  TV  and  radio,  or  the 
night  club  stage.

Missiohary  Earl  R.  Martin 
presided  over  the  services;  and 
the  organ  was  piayed  by  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Nairobi  Baptist  Fel¬ 
lowship,  a  group  of  English- 
speaking  Baptists  who  plan  to 
organize  into  a  church  before  i 
the  end  of  this  year.

The  doctor 
and  nurses  see  more  than  2,000  patients  a  month,  many  of  them 
coming  lor  repeated  visits  because  of  tuberculosis  or  other  pro¬ 
longed  diseases.  Land  has  been  secured  for  a  Baptist  hospital 
in  the  colony,  and  during  this  year — the  20th  anniversary  of  the 
Hong  Kong  Baptist  Association — Hong  Kong  Baptists  are  hoping 
to  raise  a  large  amount  of  money  to  help  erect  the  building.
